Lafayette, Ind.—Total enroll­ 
m ent in the boys and girls 4-H 
clubs of Indiana for 1929 is 27,-

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FARM RETURNS BETTER. 
Farm retu rns in 19 28 showed improv ements 
ov er 19 27 and were the best for any y ear since 
the postwar agricu ltu ral d epression, accord ing 
to the annu al su rv ey of farm retu rns by the Bu ­ 
reau of Agru eu ltu ral Economics in Washington. 
Reports from 11,831 owner-operated farms in 
all parts of the cou ntry show an av erage net re­ 
tu rn of 
$1,334 for the y ear 
19 28, as compared 
with an av erage retu rn of $1,29 0 on 13,859 farms 
in 19 27. The reports show a d ifference 
o l $9 4,- 
05 0, between the highest and the lowest retu rns. 
Twenty -six per cent showed retu rns between $1,- 
000 and $2,000; 45 per cent showed zero to $1,000, 
and 9 per cent showed losses. 
The av erage net retu rn in 19 26 was $1,133; 
in 19 25 it was $1.29 7 ; in 19 24 the net retu rn was 
$1,205; in 19 13 it was $1,020, and in 19 22 the net 
retu rn was $9 17. 
By geographic d iv isions the 
largest increases in 19 28 and 19 27 were in the 
Sou th Central States, 14 per cent; West North 
Central, 10 per cent; East North Central, 8 per 
cent. Decreases were greatest in the Sou th At­ 
lantic States, 22 per cent; 
North Atlantic, 17 
per cent. 
In the 
western section the 
retu rns 
showed practically no change from 19 27. 


DOING AWAY WITH GUIDES. 
Ev ery American is familiar with the ord inary 
town where there are “spots of historic interest,” 
which d raws d raws tou rists. 
You get off of the train, or pu ll y ou r ear u p 
to the cu rb, and straightway y ou r car is assailed 
by the cries of the gu id es. Sometimes they al­ 
most assau lt y ou in the eagerness to be the first 
to pilot y ou abou t. 
Big sight-seeing bu sses 
ru mble by constantly , with leather-lu nged gen­ 
tlemen bawling throu gh megaphones the stories 
and trad itions of this or that noted place. 
The proced u re, nearly alway s, is d ismay ing; 
y et in most cases the lu ckless tou rist has no re­ 
cou rse. He mu st get in the bu s, or hire a gu id e 
of his own, if he is to see the things his legiti­ 
mate cu riosity impels him to sec. Bu t his enjoy ­ 
ment of tncm is red u ced by half by the incess­ 
ant, learned -by -heart chatter of the gu id es; and 
the people who happen to liv e in the town can 


not help feeling the loss of d ignity that the 
whole bu siness inv olv es. 
All of these things being so, it is a pleasu re 
to record the way Fred ericksbu rg, in Virginia, 
has solv ed the problem, 
Fred ericksbu rg, boy hood of Washington, is 
fu ll of historic spots. ' It gets many tou rists, eag­ 
er to v isit these places. 
And the city fathers 
hav e printed a great nu mber of little maps. On 
these maps the points of interest are nu mbered , 
d escribed and id entified . 
Each tou rist is giv en 
one and told to go and be his own gu id e. 
There are no professional gu id es and no 
sight-seeing bu sses. 
The tou rist sees the sights 
in far greater comfort, and the town is spared 
the racket and d istraction of the ord inary sight­ 
seers’ hav en. 
It is an ex cellent plan. Let’s hope it can be 
copied wid ely .
